LONDON, April 7.—(CP)—The 
special tax on wealthy British in- 
vestors, contained in Sir Stafford 
Cripps’ budget message for the 
fiscal year 1948-49, today is sharply 
criticized by most British news- 
papers as a “capital levy” which 
would result in further flights of 
capital from the United Kingdom 

Sir Stafford, in presenting his 
two-hour, 13-minute speech to the 
House of Commons Tuesday, ad- 


mitted the tax undoubtedly will 
have to be paid “largely out of 
capital.” 


The special tax applies only to in- 
vestors with total incomes of more 
than £2,000 ($8,000) and ranges 
from 10 per cent on investment in- 
comes above £250 to 50 per cent on 
all above £5,000. It includes un- 
earned incomes from interest, divi- 
dends and rents in the upper 
brackets, in addition to income tax.

SUPER-SALESMAN 


Cooke's millions-making talent is 
that of a high-pressure super-sales- 
man, but it also involves a flair for 
showmanship from the days when 
he played a hot E-flat saxophone 
in a jazz band. 

One of the thousand anecdotes 
about his career concerns a “pep 
meeting” of some of his salesmen. 
Cooke instructed these gentlemen 
to open their mouths. Then he 
went into a sales talk with his usual 
high-vitamin content. “Now close 
your mouths, gentlemen,” he said, 
“and just let all that pour out when 
you nail your next prospect.” 

The story may be apocryphal. 
Cooke is reluctant to say. Like 
Barnum he believes that all pub- 
licity is good publicity if your 
name is spelled right and he is 
the last man to spoil a good yarn. 
The career that has earned him 

the sobriquet “boy wonder” in- 
volves selling both products and 
personality. Some of his associates 
say that he has sold more encylo- 
paedias to people who can't read 
than any man alive. 

He was peddling soap, high man 
in Canada in that limited profes- 
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sion and at the dizzy heights of $75) 
a week, when he made the decision 
that has made him a millionaire, an 
important man in Canadian radio 
and publishing and the owner of 
Toronto's handsomest tiled swim- 
ming pool. 

It was then he went to work at

In fact, these rules appear to be so 
comprehensive that we seem to be wasting 
money on high-priced bureaucrats at the 
head of the post office. Why do we need 
executives when every possible contingency 
is covered by the regulations? 

It is quite obvious that the rules take 


precedence over the officials because when 
the rules perpetrate a rank injustice, as in 
the case of the Grierson Estate, the offi- 
cials admit their inability to override them. 


It is interesting to speculate as to just 


when Canada began to be governed by 


books of rules instead of by people 


We had always thought the postal 
department was created to get mail as 
cheaply and as efficiently as possible to 
Canadian citizens. But that is not the case. 
The whoie structure exists to maintain 
the infallibility of the rules, 

Of course, the veterans who live in the 
Grierson Estate had certain rules of their 
own when they went overseas, They were 
accustomed to bathtubs and hot meals and 
adequate shelter and paved sidewalks and 
all the other amenities of civilization upon 


which the postal officials lay such stress, 


obliging. 


But they had few of these things 
when they went across the ocean, Never- 
theless, they did what had to be done 
without complaining.

Investigation Drags Too Long 


The Child Welfare Investigation in 
Alberta has dragged out to a lingering 
point where the continued indecisiveness of 
it can work a mischief against the social 
services of this province and of all Canada. 

Hearings began before Chief Justice 
Howson and his associate commissioners 
on August 13, 1947, and have been held, 
on and off ever since until the latest ad- 


journment. 


Now Chief Justice Howson is unfor- 
tunately in the hospital and the date of the 
reopening of the investigation appears to 


be uncertain. 


This is not satisfactory to the com- 
plainants who have brought charges or 


to those against whom the charges have 
been brought. Certainly it is not good 
enough for the interested public. An inves- 
tigation into a public service, like a trial at 
law, should be prompt and decisive. 
Whether or not Chief Justice How- 
son's fellow commissioners can complete 
the enquiry without him is a matter of 
legal procedure. There seems to be a dif- 


ference of opinion as to what can be done. 


If they can, they should get started. 
If they can not, and the whole dismal af- 
fair must be repeated, there should be no 


further delay in getting at it. 


The investigation has already drag- 
ged out far too long.

Russia's quick public apology 
for the Russian-British plane dis- 
aster Monday in Germany created 
hope that this might signal a 
general easement of the danger- 
ous tension which developed re- 
cently between the Soviet and 
the Western Allies in that zone, 
but this hope now has been large- 
ly dissipated. 

The Russians today blamed the 
British plane for the collision 
which took 15 lives, The Bolshe- 
vists charged that the British 
pilot violated regulations by fly- 
ing over the Soviet traffic zone. 
British authorities retorted that 
the Russian story was palpably 
untrue, 

The Soviet authorities not only 
had apologized but had promised 


that hereafter Allied planes 
would have unhindered access 
to Berlin. 


The Russians are treating the 
crash as an accident, and while 
that exact characterization might 
be questioned, the Allies haven't 
quibbled over the term. It ap- 
pears from the testimony of eye- 
witnesses for the Allies that the 
pilot of the Red fighter plane was 
trying to harrass the transport by 
diving at it. However, it would be 
absurd to claim that he deliber- 
ately sacrificed his own life in 
order to destroy the British plane 
He just wasn't smart enough as a 


pilag to do the wiek of 


which the witnesses say he under- 
took. 

The communist philosophy of 
life is wrapped up in strong-arm 
methods as witness the manner 
in which they have taken over the 
small countries of Eastern Europe 


In the light of all this, the Rus- 
sian apology for the Berlin “col- 
lision” was a striking deviation 
from their usual behavior. It 
meant, I take it, that they were 
afraid this shocking incident 
might cause a rupture of the 
peace, coming as it did when 
east-west relations already were 
tense. So they did what they 
rarely do—they apologized. 

But observers generally take 
the view that the latest Musco- 
vite exhibitions of studied insult 
—<ertainly involving the holding 
up of Allied trains for examina- 
tion, and perhaps the buzzing of 
the British transport—have had 
another purpose. They seem to 
be stunts aimed at offsetting the 
propaganda value of the imple- 
menting of the Marshall Plan 
and America’s program for 
strengthening Italy in its life 
and death battle with Commun- 
ism, 

And now the Russians, having 
perhaps saved a grave develop- 
ment by quick apology for the 
plane crash, apparently are re

Radio Breaks All 
CBC Regulations 


(This is the second of three 
reports based on monitoring an 
independent Vancouver radio 
tion for nine consecutive hours). 

* & & 


Yesterday I reported on the 
program content of a typical 
radio station. This consists al- 
most entirely of transcribed 
music, transcribed soap operas, 
transcribed talks, “live” news- 
casts and commercials, both live 
and transcribed. Today we'll 
take a long look at the rape of 
radio by commercials. 

The Canadian radio regula- 
tions open with the wistful words: 
“Designed to maintain and im- 
prove the standard of broadcast- 
ing in Canada." These regula- 
tions are being wilfully ignored 
by commercial stations as they 
affect commercials. 

Two specific regulations state 

that (a) advertising content of 
any program shall not ex- 
ceed in time 10 per cent of any 
program period, and (b) “spot” 
announcements shall not exceed 
two minutes of each broadcast 
hour. 
‘ In varying degrees, radio sta- 
tions are breaRing these regula- 
tions beyond all reason, reducing 
their fare to nothing more than 
bursts of sound and music be- 
tween advertising 

The station I selected for my 
survey—or, to be more honest, 
my nine hours of self-inflicted 
torture—-has publicized its high 
listening audience ratings. It is 
owned by a group which is finan- 
cially solid. If any independent 
station were to operate in the 
public interest this would be it, 
I was told. 

Yet I discovered nothing more 
than an endless series of mer- 
chandising, often in tne poorest 
possible taste. 


Plan Ended 
In Chaos 


When I started listening at 10 
in the morning I decided to log 
each commercial and keep an 
over-all record of their frequency. 
This plan ended jn chaos, In the 
first three-quarters of an hour, 
beginning with a transcribed 
paean to liver salts, I had noted 
exactly 12 commercials Most of 
them began with that dynamic 
word: “Transcribed!” 

If you will look over my shoul- 
der at the running notes I kept, 
you will observe the following: 

“Say, friends, do you still rely 
on the old-fashioned method of 
cleaning your garage or base- 
ment... .” 

“Next time you have to ‘take 
something’ to keep regular... .” 

“Listen, ladies, if you haven't 
seen a vacuum in action... .” 

“Don’t be half safe... so safe, 
so earessing, no other deodorant 
kills so safely, as proved by 
leading doctors. ...” 

“Stop dosing your digestive 
systems, wake up those slug- 
at. 3.” 

So it goes, hour upon hour. 


From the Files 


Everyone makes fun of these 
commerciais, They are their 
own best parody. But it takes a 
rugged sense of humor to stand 
up under them for any consider. 
able time, Is is unfunny to dis- 
cover that these stations, ever 
eager to advertise their service 
to the public, have let down all 
the flood-gates. 

Any idea of good taste that 
commercial radio ever had has 
been abandoned. Let me give you 
just one example. At 1:05 on the 
station to which I was listening 
the announcer offered us a pro- 
gram of “easy music for your 
early afternoon relaxation.” 

This program (transcribed) 
lasted exactly ten minutes. It con- 
tained three commercials, the 
first of which featured a quartet 
barking the phrase “kills odors, 
kills odors, kills odors” over and 
over while a strident r 
shouted ike saga of a deodbrant. 
Then we were given some more 
“tasty music, 

At this juncture nothing short 
of chloroform could have re- 
laxed me. 


Commercials 
Three In Row 


It is act uncommon to be 
blasted by three commercials in 
a row. This happened on four 
occasions, according to my weary 
note, The technique is to present 
a closing commercial on a 15 
minute time period, a “spot” com- 
cercial during the station an- 
nouncement time, and then an 
“opening” commerical for the 
next 15 minutes. 

The net result adds up to three 
or more minutes huckstering or 
about the time allotted to Mat. 
thew Halton for his nightly CBC 
report from Britain. 

Another new technique ts the 
five-minute show in which one 
single record is played, sand- 
wiched between two commercials, 
One such exhibit is “The Song 
of the Day,” a few minutes before 
noon. A used car dealer's mes 
sage comes before and after the 
recorded song. Then a commer- 
cial for “bridal-wreath” diamonds, 
then directly into an ad for a 
clothing store. “Step into Spring 
with that well-dressed look .. .” 

This is not merely breaking 
faith with the regulations. It 
leads to a kind of programing is 
which the listener's desires are 
completely subjected to the eom- 
mercial, It means a ecut-up che 
dule of time-fillers to wedge in as 
many advertisements as the 
traffie will bear. 

This ts the situation now. On 
at least two of the other three 
commercial etations here it i 
said to be even more serious. 

In effect, the regulations are 
not being maintained and the 
standard of commercial broad- 
casting in this country hag sunk 
to a point where it should be a 
recognized national disgrace.

YOUR BABY AND MINE

No one must expect that any par- 
ent will be perfect—that she will 
never show anger or be peevish 
when tired. Parents are human and 
we accept their human limitations. 

But senseless anger—anger di- 

rected at a child for being a child 
—has its roots in personal con- 
flicts. The anger may be spring- 
ing from deep wells of unhappi- 
ness. It is the child’s misfortune 
that he is the object at which it 
is directed. 

Mrs, H.D. thinks that mothers 
should know the dangers of losing 
their tempers in front of their 
children. “I know a mother,” she 
writes, “who has such an ugly dis- 
position. She flares up all the| 
time in front of her child, 


SHE GETS ANGRY 

“If the child is playing and does 
not stop his play instantly, when 
she calls, she gets angry amd shakes 
and paddies him. He cries, of 
course, and then he cannot eat. 

“She never talks kindly to him 
and tries to show off her authority 
when others are around. The 
father is kind to the little fellow 
and then he is all smiles and hap- 
piness. The mother objects to this 
treatment and raves at the father. 
The litle boy shows a sad and sober 
face after these temper tantrums.” 

This mother should recognize 
that her behavior is symptomatic of 


Even if she weren't kind to the 
child because she was tired or mo- 
mentarily angry, she wouldn't ob- 
ject to others being kind, except 
that her feelings toward the child 
are warped. She really doesn’t like 
him, and so anything he does makes 
her angry. 

Some women dislike the respon- 
sibility of parenthood. The child 
exemplifies this responsibility and 
so they look for reasons for punish- 
ing the child and thus rid them- 
selves of their angry emotions, 

The parent with a strong sense | 
of inferiority tries to elevate her- 
self in her own esteem by making 
the child toe the mark. When he 
flouts her authority she is in- 
censed at her helplessness and 
yells at and punishes him. 

The individual who is at peace | 


| with herself, who; does not feel in-| 
| ferior, who loves her husband and 
| 

knows he loves her, has no reason 


to exhibit such meanness toward 


|a child, even if at times he dis 
|regards her commands.

TORONTO, April 
At the first “women in government” 
dinner held here, more than 700 
women were told last night that 


membership in a political party— | 


and not a non-partisan organiza- 


tion—would result in a “better 
Canada.” 

Winifed C. Stanley, lawyer, for- 
mer congresswoman and now 


counsel for the New York State 
Employes’ Retirement System, said 
that no matter how well motivated 
was a non-political group, it didn’t 


“carry the weight or have as much 
influence” as a political organiza- 
tion, 

Miss Stanley was the main speak- 
er at a dinner attended by repre- 
sentatives of 40 national and Tor 
ronto women's organizations, meet- 
ing to further political interest 
among women, 

“Women have a cold, logical and 
legal right to take part in a 
democracy,” said Miss Stanley. 
“There should be more women 
policy-makers.” 

The only way women could be- 
come policy-makers was through 
belonging to a political group, even 
if it meant publicity and lack of 
persona] privacy. 

Miss Stanley said women should 
also be allowed to sit on juries in 
equal numbers to men, if “they 
are people of greatness of mind.” 

An outline of the main character- 
istics of Canada’s three major 
political parties was given by na- 
tional health minister Martin, J. 
M. MacDonnell, president of the 
Dominion Progressive-Conservative 
Association, and M. J. Coldwell, 
national leader of the CCF.

Dollar Shortage Holds 
Until U.S. Turns Buyer 


By Canadian Press 

The European recovery pro- 
gram and Sir Stafford Cripps’ 
budget speech again highlight a 
problem in world trade which 
needs solution. 

It is that the United States is 
overwhelmingly a seller to other 
countries, rather than a buyer. 
So long as this is so there must 
be a continuing shortage of Un- 
ited States dollars, 

From the United States point 
of view it results in this: 

1. Periodically, such as in loans 
after the First World War and 
now ERP, she has virtually to give 
her goods away. 

2. Her citizeng are denied the 
greater share jn the world’s 
g00ds which they would have if 
she took payment in other coun- 
tries’ products. In this connection

world, including North Ameri- 
cans, could have an almost un- 
dreamed of prosperity if world 
production and freer exchange 
of goods could really be put in 
motion, 

The object of ERP economic- 
ally is to set other countries into 
production, If it succeeds, what 
then?

If she does not, 
then the rest of the world must 
turn to trading between countries 
other than the United States. 
However, it can be hoped that in 
line with her official freer-trade 
policy she will in fact become @ 
buyer. 

Canada, also a dollar country, 
must keep an eye on all this to 
make sure she doesn't get ruled 
out of world trade. Apparently it
